ST. Long, June 13.—Every incoming 


train today brought crowds of delegates 
and others to attend the Republican Na- 
tional convention and the immense wait- 
ing rooms and midway of the union sta- 
tion present a scene of great activity. 
Among the prominent people to arrrlve 
were Ex-Governor Foraker and his party 
of Ohio. 


He was immediately driven to the St. 


Nicholas and breakfasted with Gov. Bush- 
nell, of Ohio and sevejal 
companions. 


Foraker will place MeKinley in nomina- 
tion before the convention. 


Chauncey M. Depew, who will nominate 


Morton, came in his private car on the 
"Big Four" which reached the Union 
station at 7.80. Governor Hastings and 
party of Pennsylvania came in later over 
the Vandalia. 


The whole city is assuming a convention 


aspect. Everywhere can be seen decora- 
tions, in which red, white and blue and 
the pictures of presidential candidates 
predominate. In the leading hotels, the 
decorations are especially fine. The 
different headquarters are being elabor- 
ately decorated and corridors hung with 
bunting and flags. 


The silver men have been early on 


ground and during the past few days there 
has been considerable silver talk. A con- 
ference was proposed finally but was not 
held, prominent silverites stating that 
nothing could be done until Senator 
Teller arrived. r. eller will probably be 
here tonight and vigorous talk will begin. 


Western men arriving today are not 


talking much, They find the gold senti- 
ment so strong that they have no hope 
of making any show in the convention. 
They find that the majority of Republi- 
cans from the silver states will not bolt 
even if they do not get what they want. 
The silver fight does not assume very 
great proportions in face of the strong 
gold sentiment prevailing. 


It is probable that the proceedings in 


the convention will result in a series of 
interesting sessions each day from the 
opening on Tuesday until adjournment, 
Saturday or later. Those familiar with 
the situation think it probable the con- 
vention may continue beyond next week. 


It will be called to order at 12 o'clock 


Tuesday by chairman Carter. The day 
will be consumed in reading the roll, the 
installment of temporary officers, the ap- 
pointment of committees, etc. The tem- 
porary chairman will be C. W. Fairbanks 
of Indiana and the permanent chairman 
John M. Thurston of Nebraska. Both are 
far-famed orators and the temporary 
chairman will deliver the speech of his 
life. 


It is safe to say that pending, the re- 


ceipt of the report of the crededtials com- 
mittee, Wednesday, Thursday and possi- 
bly Friday will be devoted to general con-, 
vention business, interspersed with ora- 
tions from famous orators. 


Whether the important money question 


will be precipitated 
upon convention 


prior to the receipt of the resolutions 
committees' report is questionable,but re- 
gardless of any rule which may be adopt- 
ed the tension on this subject is so great 
its discussion is liable to be precipitated 
at any time. Some silver men threaten 
this. 


There are 168 contests and the report on 


them is liable to start one of the liveliest 
convention scenes witnessed in recent 
years. 
Owing to the interest in the 


money question the convention very 
probably msiy not defer action on the 
platform until after the nomination of 
candidates. 


Warner Miller arrived from New York 


today. When asked about the New York 
bolt talk Miller replied, "There is not a 
Republican in New York who will bolt; 
further there is no man in the delegation 


' who can turn New Yorkers out of the 
convention under any pretext." 


Governor Hastings of Pennsylvania says 


that Quays' name will surely be presented 
to the convention, Hastings is to present 
.Quay's name and says the delegation will

from the race for Vice President in favor 
of Hobart.

Kinley managers.

INDICTMENT STORY UNTRUE. 


The Grand Jury at Manchester Has Not 


Reported on the State Line House. 


A report was circulated yesterday to 


some extent that the state line house had 
been indicted in the state of Vermont as a 
public nuisance. 
The report was not 


based on fact and was purely imaginary. 
As was stated in the TRANSCRIPT a few 
days ago that Sheriff Wilson of Benning- 
ton, Vt., has been gathering evidence 
against Gooden, the proprietor of the 
notorious resort, in the hope of being able 
to indict him on the charge ot illegal sell- 
ing since the time he was arrested and 
fined. 


At the same time evidence against the 


place as a public nuisance was obtained 
and testimony has been presented to the 
grand jury at Manchester, Vt., to secure 
if possible the two indictments—one 
against Gooden for illegal selling and 
another against the house as a nuisance. 
The testimony was given by North Adams 
and'Stamford men and the officers believe 
it will be convincing. The grand jury has 
taken a recess and will report next Tues- 
day to the court. In the nature of things 
the decision of the jury cannot be obtain- 
ed until it reports,and anything about the 
matter must be pure surmise. 


Anyway it should be made clear that 


only over that part of the house which is 
in the state of Vermont the Vermont 
authorities have any control, and any in- 
dictment against the place reported by 
the Vermont jury would only affect tha t 
part. The Massachusetts part would be 
as free for crime as before.

The Republicans ot North Adams and 


vicinity, with the aid of the Democrats' 
Mugwumps, Piohibitionists and ladies as 
spectators, are going to have a ronaing 
mock convention, from all indications, to 
nominate a president and vice president 
of the United States., in Wilson hall next 
Tuesday evening, 


The committee of arrangements with

A Few Interesting Facts from An Issue ot 


1868. 


St. John's Record will be issued Monday,

Il \\as a remarkable spectacle to see an 


entiro city regardless of party affiliations 
turn *>ut as did ours last evening to give a 
creeling and a send off to the New 
Eng'.nnd delegation on its way to St. 
LouR 


The representation of our city was as 


complete as any that has ever been seen 
on any occasion ot the moat general pub- 
lic interest. We were on the point of 
saying all classes were there, but this city 
is not divided by class lines. It is In truth 
a community, and a community which 
takes an honest pride in its public spirit 
and 111 its freedom from social or political 
antagonisms. 


We have our differences and in politi- 


cal a flairs we know how to fight for what 
we n ant; but we also know how to do am- 
bulance work when the fight is over aud 
how to patch and heal wounds on our- 
•elvcH or on "our friends the enemy." 


But we are all ther«,harmonious, happy 


and ut our best when It comes to the mat- 
ter of doing something that shall be a 
credit to our city in the way of public 
gatherings, especially in the way of 
greetings to men deserving recognition 
fr»m us. 


Last night, when Mayor Houghton on 


the railroad platform cordially and with 
sincere heartiness greeted Senator Lodge 
and the other members of the distin- 
gi'ished party of active Republican 
workers, the striking spectacle was wit- 
nessed of the leading Republican of the 
eastern end of the Old Bay State being 
welcomed by the leading Democrat of 
western Massachusetts in the presence of 
a vast assemblage, which regardless of 
party lines, had met to pay its respects to 
the delegation,not because they represent- 
ed the Republican party but beoause they 
\vero representative and honored New 
England men. 


It was a striking illustration of honest 


local pride and regard for whatever stands 
for the promotion of New England inter- 
ests.

BARRIERS BREAKING AWAY. 


An illustration of the fact that the 


truths so forcibly presented by Rev. W. 
L. Tcnney in his sermon printed in full in 
Monday's TRANSCRIPT are being accepted 
and acted upon by private citizens of all 
creeds, and are producing sweet and beue- 
flcient influences in communities where 
expression ot them is freely and manfully 
given, is furnished by a striking and beau- 
tiful incident of recent occurence in the 
city of Cambridge at the other end of our 
state. The incident is described by The 
Outlook as follows: 


"That it is possible for the clergyman to 


exert an influence upon the community at 
large far beyond his own parish lines has 
been strikingly illustrated in the case of 
the Kev David Nelson Beach, who has 
recently left the Prospect street Congre- 
gational church of Cambridge, Mass., to 
go to Minneapolis, 


"]>r. Beach was not only one of the 


prominent Congregational clergymen of 
Neu England, but a prominent citizen of 
Cambridge, with all that this somewhat 
hackneyed phrase implies. A dinner was 
given in his honor by the ulti?eus of Cam- 
bridge last week at the Hotel Vendome in 
Boston, in connection with the impressive 
celebration oi the fiftieth anniversary of 
the incorporation of Cambridge as a city. 
The Mayor of Cambridge presided, aud 
among others who took part in this testi- 
monial to Dr. Beach were Father Scully, 
a ndl-known Komaa Catholic priest in 
Cambridge; Dean Hodges, of the Episcpal 
Theological School of Cambridge, and 
Bishop Lawrence, of Massachusetts. 


••'I he menu cards bear the following 


quotation: 
'Ke 
one. See far. Act.' 


These were the words spoken by Dr. 
Beat h at a recent public meeting in Cam- 
bridge, and succinctly express what might 
well be the motto of every progressive 
community. Perhaps the most striking 
feature oi this dinner was tbe address of 
Father Scully, and the illustration which 
his presence aftjrcled of the fact that de- 
nominational lines may be entirely wiped 
out ma united ttfort on the part of the 
members o!'a municipality to work for 
tht, qeneral good of its citizens. 


'•1 athur Scully in bis address spoke of 


Dr. 1 leach as his brot'ier, and amid great 
applause he and Dr. Bcavu spontanc 
ou&b clasped each other by the hand, as 
Fati.er Scully remarked that thus the 
Catholic and the Congregational churches 
cla&ped hands. We see no reason why 
thev may not do so in carrying out the 
work of Father .Scjlly, so well defined in 
the lollowinK words: There should be a 
brotuerhood oi American citizens meeting 
tt>g( ;her outside of their churches to 
slainl together as one man for the sacred 
fcup.cmacy of rhe ballot, to work together 
for honest government, and to organize 
law and oHer committees in every city 
and tonn against political bossism," This 
Mcuuon, while of special local interest at 


Cambridge, tonally of national interest 
as an indication of what real Christian 
union may be." 


A SIMPLE DEFINITION OF THE MONEY 


QUESTION. 


Nearly ever; man has been asked by 


his wife or some other woman to explain 
to her just what the money question 
means (the national money question) and 
just about as many men have been unable 
to give a plain and connected answer to 
her or any one else; for the questioning is 
by no means confined to women. 


We hare prepared from explanations of 


the quest loos given in the Milwaukee 
Daily Wliooiwln and the Philadelphia 
Ledger some information about it that 
seems to us to contain the truth of the 
matter and the principle features of the 
question. The first mentioned paper had 
received a request from a lady corre- 
spondent for such an explanation, and it 
would therefore seem that its answer 
incorporated in this might be a suitable 
answer for many inquiries of the kind. It 
may be worth cutting out and preserving 
for reference. 


The money question at the present time 


is whether or not the United States shall 
undertake the free coinage of silver at the 
old ratio under which sixteen ounces of 
silver were accounted equal to one ounce 
of gold. 


One ounce of gold, American coin stand- 


ard of fineness, that is, 000 parts of pure 
gold to 10(1 of alloy, will coin in gold dol- 
lars flS.60, Sixteen ounces of silver, Ameri- 
can coin standard of fineness, that is, 900 
parts of pure silver to 100 of alloy, at the 
rate of 1121 grains to the 'dollar (the 
weight of the present standard silver dol- 
lar) will coin $18.60 in silver dollars. These 
Ifl ounces of silver can be bought in the 
markets of the world today for $9.91. 
There would, therefore be a profit of f8.66 
on an investment of f!).94, being about 87 
per cent, i f a holder of silver could take it 
to tne mint and coin it without charge 
into silvet dollars. 


The advocates of free coinage favor a 


law that will allow any holder of silver 
bullion, or, in fact, silver of any kind (as 
the littler can readily be melted into bars) 
to hare the right to take the same to any 
mint of the United States and convert It 
into silver coin free ol charge. 


It is easy to see that if this were done it 


would not be long, with free coinage, 
before the country would be flooded with 
silver coins, and the very large profit to 
the owner* of silver mines would quickly 
start to work mines at present idle, to the 
immense advantage of the mine owner. 


It is also eaiy to see that everybody 


who owed money would pay in silver 
rather than in gold, because silver money 
would be cheaper than gold money, and 
gold money would soon be unattainable. 
The gold could be used to advantage in 
the foreign trade because a gold dollar 
would purchase abroad nearly twice as 
much as a silver dollar, as the metal In It 
is Intrinsically worth twice as much as 
the metal in a silver dollar. 


The wages of labor would in effect be 


cut down almost one half, because the 
contracts of working people with their 
employers are expressed In the terms of 
money, and by reducing the money sys- 
tem of the country from the existing gold 
standard to the silver standard, the value 
of the dollar would practically be cut in 
half.

LANDSCAPE DRAWING. 


Interesting Idea* For the Amateur la 


Art— Bketche* For Fainting;. 


, Though it is perhaps more difficult to 
excel in laudscupo than in figure paint- 
inK, it is easier to produce satisfactory 
and even valuable work. This ia a 
pleasant assurance, coming as it cloea 
from such good authority as Art Ama- 
teur, which explains as follows: 


A long course ol study of drawing is 


iipcessary.te enable the student to pro- 
uuce a piMSble figure, but if he have a 
feeliiig for natural beauty a little prac- 
tice* will enable him to do meritorious 
•work in landscape. A sufficient mastery 
of drawing may be acquired in a few 
winters by studying from copy and from 
still life objects iudoors. That is suffi- 
cient to begin with, for the better the 
landscape painter draws the easier it is 
for him to paint well and the more his 
painting signifies. 


The drawing which a landscape paint- 


er executes with pencil or charcoal or 
crayon before commencing to paint is 
usually nothing more than a simple 
"blocking out" or "placing" of tlio 
principal forms which he intends to get 
into his picture. Let us suppose that his 
subject includes a large tree with a rock 
on one side aud a hounr on the other. 
He says to himself: "I will place my 
tree here, near the center of the picture. 
It is to be so high, consequently so 
broad. The rock is at such a distance to 
the right, the house BO far to the left. 
Neither is na high as the tree; the rock 
not eo high as the house." And so ho 
goes on making general observations 
like these as to the size and position of 
important objects and indicating his 
conclusions slightly and without going 
into detail. 


The student should continue to work 


just as simply, at first, when he takes 
up his brush. He should go on working 
in large masses, and should ask himself 
—to keep to our illustration—just how 
much darker is the green of th» treo 
than the gray of the rock, how much 
darker the shadows than the lights, what 
relation exists between the sky and the 
objects that appear against it, and be- 
tween these same objects again and the 
foreground. Little by little one will ac- 
quire the ability to introduce minor 
forms, while becoming more correct in 
the drawing of the larger masses.

Southern Hotel, St. Louis, June 13.— 
"I would not vote lor J. Edward 
Addicks if his »ote were needed to 
make the next president of the United 
States." This declaration, uttered by 
Senator Thurston 
of Nebraska, at 


10:30 o'clock last night as he stood in 
the center of his fellow national com- 
mitteemen, with uplifted arm and 
closed fist, was the climax of one of 
the most sensational scenes ever wit- 
nessed in a meeting of a similar body 
on the eve of a national convention. 
For two hours previous the committee 
had 
been 
listening 
to 
the pre- 


sentation of the cases of the rival 
d j ^gation 
from 
the 
state 
of 


Delaware. That headed by ex-Senator 
Higglns, claimed to be tho regular 
delegation, and was instructed for Mc- 
Kinley, while the six entered upon 
Secretary Manley's records as contes- 
tants were headed by J, Edward Ad- 
dicks, and Senator Quay was given 
by one of the number as their prefer- 
ence for the presidential nomination. 
Personalities were freely exchanged 
in the presentation of the respective 
cases between ex-Senator Kiggins, 
state charman Caleb R. Layton and 
Mr. Addicks himself, but it was not 
until the parties in interest had re- 
tired that the storm broke forth. Then 
Senator Thtirston, first gaining the 
floor, 
commenced 
an 
impassioned 


speech. He reviewed the 
evidence 


elicited in the Dupont controversy be- 
fore the United States senata, and de- 
clared that it exposed a state ol af- 
fairs unprecedented in the history of 
any state republican party in the 
country. 


Denounced a« » Traitor* 


Addicks, he said, had been proven a 


traitor to the cause of republicanism, 
When that party had forty-four sena- 
tors in the capitol at Washington and 
but one more was needed to give it tha 
majority of votes over the populist- 
democratic element, it was Addicks, 
who by the aid of a democratic gov- 
ernor, brought about a deadlock and 
prevented Delaware from receiving' 
its proper representation in the senate 
of the United States. "Talk to me of 
honor and decency in politics," said 
the senator, "I tell you here and now 
that I would not vote for J. Edward 
Addicks 
if 
his vote were needed 


to make the next president of the 
United States, and if the necessity de- 
mands, I •will repeat that statement 
on the floor of the national convention." 
The remarks caused both surprise and 
applause. 
Addleki Roplic*. 


The principal address of the other 


side was made by Caleb R. Taylor, 
chairman of the convention which 
nominated Addicks' delegation, who ' 
entered a protest against the washing 
of the dirty linen of the Delaware re- 
publicans before the committee. He 
also made a bitter attack upon the i 
motives of ex-Senator Higgins, whose 
political fortune, he said, had been 
made by Addicks. Then Mr. Addicks 
made a brief address on his own be- 
half. He claimed that he had been 
endorsed by the people of Delaware 
and had destroyed the worst ring that 
the republican party had ever known. 
Mr. Higgins replied. 
He alluded to 


Addicks as "that creature," and said 
that his speech showed him to be the 
"moral idiot" that every one in Dela- 
ware knew he was. It was finally de- 
cided to refer the contest to the na- 
tional convention for settlement. 


Addicki Bitterly Arraigned. 


When the rival delegations headed 


respectively by Higgins and Addicks 
were ushered into the committee room, 
the excitement was intense. With- 
out preliminary, ex-Senator Higgins 
plunged into the case in behalf of him- 
self and his associates. Mr. Addicks 
sat close beside him and at times it 
looked 
as 
though the 
two men 


might come into personal collision, 
especially as ^fr. Higgins denounced 
Addicks as the principal of a con- 
spiracy against law and honor, and as 
a man who regarded neither. Mr. Hig 
gins was followed by Washington 
Hastings, who was equally emphatic. 
Turning to Addicks, who sat with a 
sarcastic smile on his face, he shook 
his finger under his nose and ejacu- 
lated: "This man is governed by a base 
and selfish ambition. I say it to his 
face as I have said it *before. His naino 
is Addicks. Little as he understands 
the language of gentlemen, he doubt- 
less understands what I say." Addicks 
made no response. 


Trouble Expected from New York. 


It is expected that the committee 


will take up the New York contests to-. 
day or Monday, and another interest- 
ing session is expected, as both sides 
will put up a strong fight and "dis- 
closures of inside methods" have been 
promised.

Believed That the Ve§»el» Outlined by the 


Committee Will Be an Improvement 


Upon Any Yet Built in th* 


United State*. 


Washington, June 13.—The report 


of the board on batteries of battleships, 
of which Admiral Walker is president, 
has been handed to the secretary of 
the navy. The report shows that the 
board considered with much care and 
in great detail the whole subject of 
battleships; that it visited Cramps' 
shipyard for the purpose of comparing 
the Massachusetts and the Iowa; that 
it made a careful inspection of the 
Indiana during her 
passage 
from 


Hampton roads to New York, conJuet- 
^ f firing experiments enroute; that 
it. also made several visits to Indian 
Head for the purpose of witnessing the 
firing, under different circumstances, 
against armor plates, including a model 
turret of the Massachusetts. As a re- 
sult of its investigations the board 
recommends a slightly different ship, 
with a somewhat different arrange- 
ment of battery from any heretofore 
built. 


Some of the Recommendations. 


While speaking very favorably of 


the superimposed or double-decked 
turret, aa designed for the Kearsarge 
and the Kentucky, the board does not 
recommend installing more turrets of 
this description until experiments with 
the two ships named have demon- 
strated their utility. Tho hull of the 
ship recommended is that of the Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky, but so modified 
as to be similar in many respects to 
the Iowa. The main battery recom- 
mended is composed of four 13-inch 
and fourteen 6-inch guns, so arrang-ed 
as to fire two 13-inch and four 6-inch 
guns directly ahead, two 13-inch and 
two 6-inch directly astern and four 
13-inch and seven fi-inch In broadside. 
The board also recommends that the 
normal draft upon which the ship's 
speed is based should be the fighting 
draft or the draft of the ship with at 
least two-thirds 
of 
her 
moveable 


weights on board. It also recom- 
mends various minor changes in quar- 
ters and internal arrangements of the 
ship in the interest of the health and 
comfort of the enlisted men. It is be- 
lieved by the department that the ship 
outlined by the committee as above will 
be an improvement upon any yet built 
in this country. 


Approved by Secretary of the Navy* 
The secretary of the navy, after con- 


sulting with the chiefs of the bureaus 
of ordnance, constrxiction and repair, 
and steam engineering, has approved 
the general features of the report of 
the board and directed that the plans 
be taken up without delay.

VERDICT OF ITALIAN COURT-MARTIAL 


Prosecution Demanded That Ha Be Con- 


fined In a Fortrew for T»n

ant Penalties 


Massowah, June 13.—The advocate- 


general, in closing' his address for tho 
prosecution yesterday afternoon at the, 
trial by court martial of Gen. Bara- 
tieri, the Italian commander who was 
defeated by the Abyssinians at Adowa. 
on March 1, with the loss of about 
12,500 men killed and wounded, de- 
manded that the general be sentenced 
to ten years' confinement in a fortress, 
with the attendant penalties. 
Tho 


judges, then retired and after only a 
short deliberation returned a verdict 
that the accused was not guilty of tho 
charges preferred against him. 


Gen. liaratieri was formerly governor 


of Erythrea and commander of the 
Italian forces employed in the cam- 
paign againbt the Abyssinians. He was 
in personal command of the army 
when in March last the Abyssinians in- 
flicted a crushing defeat on the Ital- 
ians. He was being tried by a court- 
martial for crimes coming under tha 
provisions of articles 74 and 88 of the 
military penal code, of having on 
March 1 last attacked the Abyssinians 
from inexcusable motives under cir- 
cumstances rendering1 defeat inevita- 
ble, and of having abandoned the chief 
command of the troops from half-past 
13 on March 1 until 9 o'clock on March 
3, thereby failing to give the orders re- 
quired for lessening ihe consequoncea 
of the defeat.
